Dr. Hull Advises Haulers to Always Aim 


at the Bruin Instead of the Heart. 


Although the sportsman should always 


endeavor to cause death as painlessly as 
possible, he cannot do so. To attain this 
end he should, in hunting with the rifle, 
always strike the brain, but this, whether 
with rifle or shotgun, is obviously out of 
the question. 
A bullet striking the bones of the head, 


or solid parts connecting therewith, as the 
horns in the deer family, ordinarily pro- 
duces one of two results. It may, firstly, 
stun the animal, causing what surgeons 
term "concussion of the brain," or, sec- 
ondly, cause death, either from the severity 
of the shock or from direct injury to the 
brain substance. 
• 


The writer has known a large deer to fall 


dead from the impact of a heavy bullet 
against tho base of one horn, a result anal- 
ogous to death produced by the sand bag 
applied to the human skull. Had the ball 
struck near the tip of the horn the deer 
would have merely been stunned, probably 
recovering quickly enough to escape in 
safety. 
Undoubtedly many animals are 


reached and slain with tha knife that 
otherwise with a little longer Interval 
might escape. 


A missile passing through a portion of 


the brain substance almost invariably 
causes instant death. There are however 
many examples of recovery after such an 
injury scattered through medical litera- 
ture. Even in these cases th& patient is 
necessarily 
rendered 
unconscious 
for 


many hours, so that the hunter who in- 
dicts such an injury upon au animal at- 
tains his end. 


In hunting dangerous game at close 


quarters, then, the brain should ordinarily 
be the objective point, unless the bullet be 
very heavy in proportion to the size of the 
animal. It is generally accessible, and if 
struck invariably renders tho game harm- 
less. A grizzly bear with a rifle bullet 
through the heart may yet live long enough 
to kill his destroyer, if nt close quarters. 
Several snch instances have occurred. 
With his back broken, tho bear may yet 
strike viciously with his paw, but a shot in 
the bruin ends the battle.—J. N. Hall, M. 
D., in Scribner's.

We should 
have simply said, "Well, it is in the na- 
ture of vipers to sting! What is the 
wonder of it?" 


Bat it was after lie had given it 


strength bynom^bing its life with his 
own vitality that it btnng, and here is 
the touch of human nature that has 
kept the fable alive from JEsop's day to 
ours. 


And then .1 treason of this sort finds 


one so helple&s to defend one's self. For j 
our enemies, as I have said, we have 
weapons, sharp, trenchant, all sufficing 
to the need. We have proved theis and 
know their power, and smile with a vic- 
tor's confidence as we grasp them once 
again. But for onr fnend! Oh, no, not 
for this one who has sat hand in hand 
with us. and listened to our most un- 
guarded confidences, and given us her j 
own! She whom we have clasped to our 
heart with fondest embrace, and perhaps j 
lassed away the tear* of a sorrow we! 
vowed to cure; how can we raise our j 
hand against her. no matter how deeply 
she has sinucd against us.' She has for- 
jotten all those <acred ties that bound 
us, but we cannot forget; sweet love and 
trust lie slain at our feet, but loyalty 
and honor remain; noblesse oblige, and 
we cannot be false to ourselves although 
the fnend we loved has been false to us. 
The instinct of self defense perhaps car- 
ries our hand to the hilt of the sword, or 
perhaps to the pen that is mightier than 
;he sword: but the revulsion comes 
before the blow is struck, the unnerved 
hand falls powerless at our side, the 
sword is sheathed, the pen laid by, and 
all the revenge onr own hearts will let as 
take is to echo once more the old Roman 


Et tu quotiue!1' 
To my mind the disillusionments of 


friendships are more cruel than those of 
love: for. deny it as we may, there is 
about love an innate sense of insincenty 
and of tranMtorine&s that breaks if it 
does not prevent the paugsof disillusion- 
ment. We know, even when we bid 
Cupid to make his home in ouc hearts, 
to lay aside Ins wings and nestle upon 
our hearts, that it is an idle petition; we 
know from the first that he is 


A creature all too bright and good 
For human nature's daily food: 


and although we borrow his own fillet to 
blind our eyes, and though we swear to 
ourselves and to him, "We will never 
change—this story is not, shall not be as 
other stones," we know that the fillet 
will presently drop; we know that grim 
fate will presently come to whisper in 
our ears: "What! Is it not, must it not 
be as other stories? Does not your own 
heart tell you that it is?'' 


And we, meekly bowing our heads, 


our sweet hopes drownod in tears, our 
roses dropping crushed and withered at 
our feet, can only murmur, "The old, 
old story—too blight and good to last." 


Shakespeare says that men have died 


and worms have eaten them, but not— 
for love! and probably he is right, for 
few men have read the human heart 
more closely, and although the man or 
woman who stands beside the dead body 
of a love that he has nurtured with his 
own life may feel that the rest of life 
must go, too, since this is slain, he or 
she as a general thing recovers and goes 
on again, not quite so blithely, not quite 
so joyously, but still with a feeling that 
much remains; that life with all its du- 
ties, all its pleasures, all its mutual ob- 
ligations, must still be lived with honor 
and dignity; that a sweet, sweet chapter 
of the story is closed and perhaps for- 
ever, but that there is rtill a good deal 
of the book to come, and we hope there 
will be matters of interest yet nngnessed. 


But a disappointment in friendship is 


a far more ruinous matter, for it takes 
hold of our lives at more points; it in- 
volves wore complications. Friendship 
is a plant of slow growth, and its annals 
extend over an appreciable part of our 
own lives. A person "falls in love" as 
we say, thus typifying the sharp assault 
by which Cupid often surprises the gar- 
rison that so little expects an attack that 
It has made no preparation for defense. 
A man and a woman fall in love in an 
hour and perhaps a yer.r sees the growth, 
the climax and the death of what they 
fancied a grande patsian, and the fever, 
though it be sharp, is short, and when it 
is over one looks back upon its delirium 
and its sufferings as a strange episode of 
life, one that has left its mark, but thank 
God is well over. 


But one does not fall into friendship, 


one grows into it, and generally by alow 


degrees. We like a man or a woman; 
we become acquainted with them; we 
find, or faucr that their characters are 
sympathetic with our own; we meet 
with pleasure and wish to meet again. 
After awhile a network of association, 
of mutual interests conies to connect our 
two lives. We rely upon the opinion 
and respect the judgment of the one we 
hardly yet call a real fnend, and so the 
tie grows and deepens until in the end it 
becomes so strong, so ramified, so multi- 
form, that to tear it away leases rents 
and gaps through the whole structure. 


To be false in love is to inflict a blow 


upon the cheek. To be false in friend- 
ship is to level another with the dust. 


But yet God forbid that I should say or 


mean that there are no true friends, no 
true lovers; that all pleasant fruit is but 
apples of Sodom. No, 'no. indeed; but 
as we have often considered the joy and 
chann of friendship it is fitftng that 
sometimes vre should turn the tapestry 
and look upon the seamy side, if for no 
other purpose than to take comfort that 
our own web is so fairly and smoothly 
woven, and to take warning in time 
that we may make sure that what we 
accept shall be no less honest.
